WORLD OIL CONFERENCE POSTPONED. 

The World Oil Conference, which was to 
have .taken place at Paris this week, has 
been postponed. This decision has been taken 
because it would be useless to hold the con- 
ference pending the result of the American 
National Conference now sitting in Chicago, 
Reuter was informed by an international oil 
authority. The Chicago Conference is dis- 
cussing measures for controlling the American 
_ output. It will be recalled that the Rumanian 
delegation to the World Oil Conference agreed 
last March under great pressure to the con- 
tinued restriction of. their production, on 
condition that the American independent pro- 
ducers were brought into line. This condition 
has not been fulfilled, and the Rumanians 
have unofficially denounced their adherence 
to the Paris agreement. Internationa] oil 
circles at, Paris believe that the passing of the 
U.8. Industrial Recovery Bill will have the 
widest reactions on the world oil situation. 


| The bill provides for Government control of 


oil transport. The transportation of illegally 
produced oil is prohibited. Wide rights of 
production control. and price fixing are 
reserved to the President.

GOLD CURRENCIES THREATENED. 
Monday’s sharp depreciation of the Dutch 
guilder, one of the two surviving gold cur- 
rencies of genuine pre-war strength, opens 
up startling possibilities. The guilder fell 
below gold export point in Paris, and in 
London, where a genuine commercial origin 
could be certified, was offered three months 
forward at 17 or 18 cents above the spot rate 
of 8.58 guilders to the £, and .at cents 
above (equivalent to interest at about 14 per 
cent. per annum) in other cases.

All 
Dublin used to make for the Strawberry 
3eds—it was the thing to do. The officers 
would drive down from the barracks in 
high carts or phaetons—very dashing, 
indeed! You got as many strawberries as 
could eat, freshly picked, and 
smothered in cream, for sixpence.”’

Mr. DILLON asked what the liability of 
the State was.

If the balance of the money 
was not the property of the Irish Free State, 
they had no liability to repay the money. 

Mr. MINCH asked if the American Govern- 
ment had officially recognised a fund given 
for the support of the Irish Republic.

MINISTER FOR FINANCE. 


Mr. MacENTEE, replying, said that the

As regards the legal proceedings in America, 
they had been initiated in 1925, and the Act 
was passed in February of the following 
year. He quoted from a letter from the 
Secretary of the Exechtive Council to the 
Ministry of Finance in 1926, which stated 
that immediate steps had been decided on to 
repay the Dail loans.

On a vote of £1,344,564 for the Depart- 


ment of Posts and ‘Telegraphs, Mr. G. 
BOLAND, Minister, said that the postal 
services for the year showed a profit of 
£116.735, telephone service a profit of 
£39.289, and telegraph service a loss of over 
£89,000—a net profit of £66,947. Those 
were the figures for 1931-32; the figures for 
1932-33 were not yet available, but it was 
expected they would also show a profit. 

It had been decided to issue special 
stamps in commemoration of the Holy Year, 
and 2d. and 3d. stamps would be available 
in August.

Mr. BOLAND moved dn estimate for 
£43,530 for broadcasting services. This figure, 
he said, compared with £60,310 for the pre- 
vious finanomial year, and the decrease was due 
to the fact that the cost of the high power 
station had been almost cleared last year. The 
revenue from wireless licences during the year 
amounted to £17,296, and Customs duties on 
apparatus £64,682.

The expendittire on the broadcasting pro- 
gramme last year was £87,945, leaving an 
estimated deficit on the year of £5,747. due 
entirely to the expenditure on the High Power 
Station.

Visions and Facts. 


The Free State Government 
mitting itself and the taxpayer to yet 
another State-aided adventure. Yesterday 
in Dáil Kireann the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce introduced an estimate for 
£15,000 to finance an inquiry into the 
possibility of a further development of the 
sugar beet industry. The Government's 
idea is that the twenty-six counties shall 
become self-supporting, or virtually self. 
supporting, in regard to sugar, and to this 
end several new sugar-beet factories will 
be built. To-day the State’s maximum con- 
sumption of sugar amounts to 100,000 tons, 
of which the already existing Carlow 
factory supplies 20,000 tons. Four other 
factories of similar capacity, therefore, 
could supply the whole country; and the 
Government hopes to have at least three 
in operation in time for the next year's 
_ beet crop. The new company, with a 
capital approaching £2,000,000, wilt be 
promoted by the Government; and its 
factories will require a subsidy of between 
£1,500,000 and £2,000,000 per annum. 
They will not obtain it directly, after the 
manner of the Carlow factory, but the 
consumer will pay it in the form of an 
additional halfpenny on the price of a 
pound of sugar. Some economy may be 
made by a reduction of expenditure in the 
working of the factories, as compared with 
the Carlow level, and. by a decrease in the 
price given for beet; but the bulk of the 
cost will come from the ordinary citizen’s 
pocket.

If it works, will its success 
be worth the additional burden which 
it must impose upon the consumer?

The Modern Explorer. 


Very few areas of our globe are still 
blank. upon the maps, and they are 
shrinking rapidly in number and size. 
Explorers in this century enjoy enormous 
advantages over all their predecessors. 
Let us take for instance the expedition, 
under the auspices of Oxford University, 
which sailed yesterday for Northern 
Spitzbergen. The southern parts of Spitz- 
bergen have been known to Norwegian 
and Russian hunters for four centuries, 
but the New Friesland ice cap in the north 
of West Spitzbergen remains virtually 
unexplored. It has an area of some two 
thousand square miles; its coasts rise— 
sometimes steeply, sometimes gradually— 
to a height of four thousand feet ; and the 
expedition will attack it, in three sledge 
parties, from the east for the purposes of 
a topographical, geological and marine 
biological survey. An account of the

and scientific power. Special light-weight

Rising Prices. 


During the past few days there has been 
a sharp rise in the prices of several Jead- 
ing commodities, and the City believes 
that a new atmosphere for world trade is 
being created by the industrialists ani 
traders everywhere, who are establishing a 
demand for higher prices by laying in 
stocks of raw material. At present the 
movement is rather more strongly pro- 
nounced in the United States than in 
Europe, because President Roosevelt and 
his Government are constantly startin« 
new-machinery, which has the result of 
sending up the prices of commodities. 


Free State Exports. 


A report on dairy produce supplies 
issued by the Empire Marketing Boar 
to-day, shows that the Irish Free Stat

Last year the imports into Britain from 
‘the Free State of sweetened condensed 
milk was 6,920 hundredweight, and of 
sweetened skim milk 50,000 hundred- 
weight, as compared with 5,680 hundred. 
weight and pres hundredwei ht ir 1931. 

Unsweetened’ milk Tose om 10,969 

“hundredweight in 1931 to 22.587 hundred- 
weight last year, while milk powder 
showed a slight increase in 838, as com- 
“pared. with 807 hundredweight. Imports 
of eggs from the Free State last vear 
were. 3,932,000 great hundreds. compared 
with 4,575,000 great hundreds in the 


preceding year. It is notable that of al! 
imported eggs those from the Irish Free 


State miiktained the best price. The 
average monthly price was 12s. 9d. a 
hundred. Supplies of poultry from the 
Free State, which comprised 84 per cen!. 
| of Britain’s total imports of poultry in 
1932. against 92 per cent. in 1931. declined 
by 30 per cent. Bacon fell from 297.000 
hundredweight- in 1931 to 199,000 
hundredweight in 1932.

ay. 

After explaining the constitutional . posi. 
tion of the President and Congress, he 
stated that Mr. Roosevelt had intended to 
introduce a bill lowering tarifis by means 
of bilateral and multilateral agreements, 
but Congress had adjourned before that 
bill had been submitted to it. 

Mr. McReynolds said that he felt sure 
that any agreement reached of which the 
President approved would be ratified by

Mr. McReynolds also said that. he 
thought high tariffs and quotas consti- 
tuted an obstacle to normal trade between 
nations, though they had not been caused 
entirely by the United States Tariff Act, | 
for certain countries had imposed very 
high tariffs before 1930. 

Nations which had formerly had fairly 
low tariffs had now increased them, and 
it was these tariffs which, in his view, had 
proved the most ha: ‘ul of all to world 
trade. 


WAGES INCREASED.

THE WHEAT TALKS, 

Representatives of the four big wheat- 
producing countries—the United States, 
Canada, Australia and the Argentine— 
were in close consultation yesterday upon 
the question of wheat production, and a 
scheme for dealing with the abnormally 
high carry-over by an agreed percentage of 
acreage reduction, 
‘Reuter learns on high authority that 
while no agreement has yet been reached 
upon the conditions which should accom- 
pany an acreage reduction—the Australian 
Government cannot accept the conditions 
at present proposed—the position has been 
eased by natural circumstances. 

The present weather conditions in the 
United States and in Canada indicate a 
prospect of harvest shortage. Prices have 
accordingly gone up so rapidly that it has 
become desirable to review the whole 
situation in the light of the latest know- 
ledge. There has been no change in prin- 
ciple, and an agreed acreage reduction is 
still regarded as the basis of any per- 
manent solution, but it is felt that agree- 
ment before the harvest prospects are 
more exactly known would be premature. 
In the meantime the talks will go on 
and will be extended in their scope. Close 
touch will be kept with the chief con- 
suming countries in order to bring about 
some sort of relationship between supply 
and demand.

Lord Buckmaster pointed out that the 
‘meeting was a protest by independent and 
fair-minded people who were well-wishers 
of Germany, against the cruelty and wrong 
of an injustice, the barden and bitterness 
of which they would never be called upon 
to share. He recalled that after the War 
he had protested to the utmost of his 
power against a proposal to do to the 
German people here something akin to 
what the Germans were seeking to do to 
the Jews. 

When you have allowed people to stay 
in your country, he concluded, when they 
have helped to build up the fabric of your 
State, when you can have no complaint 
against them in the fair administration of 
the laws—to turn and persecute them 
because they are members of a particular 
class or race, is an act of cruelty, the 
wrong of which it is impossible to describe. 


THE RESOLUTION, 

The Archbishop of Canterbury moved: 

“ That this meeting, while disclaiming 
any right or desire to interfere in the 
internal affairs of another country, and 
desiring that the most friendly relations 
between Great Britain and Germany be 
preserved, feels it a duty to express its 
opinion that the discrimination now being 
exercised against the Jews in Germany 
is contrary to the basic principles of 
tolerance and equality which are expected 
by the modern world in relation to the 
treatment of religion and of racial 
minorities. ”’ 


Continuing, the Archbishop said:—T 


think with peculiar indignation of what 


I have heard about the treatment of Jews 


--that in the schools in Germany they 
are being segregated, kept apart from the 
other children, as though they were some- 
thing unclean. Imagine the effect upon 
these children themselves of having it 
borne in upon them at the most tender 
stage of their lives that they are not fit 
to be associated with. other Germans. 
Imagine still more the effect upo-. German 
children of non-Jewish race, of being thus 
from the start of their lives educated in 
contempt and scorn of their _ fellow- 
creatures. 

We are not assembled in any kind of 
hostility to the great German nation. “It 
is because of the strength of our desire 
to be friendly that we have felt bound 
to come together. To whom must we 
make our appeal? We must make it, if 
we can, to the German Government; to 
its all-powerful Chancellor. Yet let it 
he said, in all readiness, that Herr Hitler 
has shown he is capable of checking and 
restraining some of these vehement 
emotions. I wish that the Chancelior 
could show the same power in restraining 
the forces which are let loose upon thes 
defenceless citizens, so that there might 
be removed something which is bound to 
affect the degree in which we can give out 
our good-will to that great nation.

Certain 
important parts operating the points had 
been 1emoved, with the result that the 
train was inevitably derailed. The amount 
of damage, so far as the train was con- 
cerned, had been agreed upon at £5,704, 
but there were other claims for replace- 
ment of the line. The train had been in 
charge of a very experienced and skilful 
engine driver, James Hobson, who had 
been in the employment of the company 
for forty-six years. Two trains passed 
over the same line on the previous even- 
ing, when it was obvious that there was 
nothing wrong, and on the morning of the 
disaster Constable Bonar, Omagh, walked 
along this portion of the line, but did not 
notice anything unusual. : 

‘The train consisted of twelve coaches 
and wagons, and was running about half 
an hour late. When approaching the 
bridge over the River Drumragh the driver 
saw that the points were against him and 
set for the market branch. The train was 
running at about forty miles an hour, 
and, realising that an accident was in- 
evitable. he immediately applied the brakes, 
but in the short distance was unable to 
pull up. He succeeded in reducing speed, 
with the result that, although the points 
had been set in such a way as to cause a 
smash, the engine and tender took the 
points and headed for the market branch. 
The switches had been disconnected 
from the ground frame, and the coach 
couplings giving way, the whole train was 
derailed, two coaches being piled up against 
the embankment on the market branch and 
the rest of the train on the other line. 

Mr. Murphy added that the removal of 
the various rods and connections at the 
points required considerable skill, and 
_ those responsible had taken great care to 
remove everything. that connected the 
points'with the ground frame. : 


CHIEF ENGINEER’S OPINION 


Mr. George B. Howden, chief engineer 
of the Great Northern Railway, gave de- 
tailed eviden-e of the interference with 
the points which caused the derailment, 
and said that if the engine had not taken 
the branch line it would have become de- 
railed at the points, and the other vehicles 
would have been telescoped, while severa! 
would have gone over the bridge into the 
river. 

The witness further said that all ine 
parts essential for operating the points 
had been removed and dropped into the 
river, and, in his opinion, there was more 
than one man at, this operation—probably 
three. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Lowry, 
K.C., the witness said a man removing 
the mechanism would require a crowbar, 
a pair of pliers and a wrench. 

James Hobson. driver of the train, said 
that he reduced speed approaching the 
market branch junction to forty miles an 
hour, but steam had been shut off a mile 
back. When he saw the points against 
him he applied the automatic brakes, The 
engine took the points, but the coupling 
broke, so that the coaches left the line and 
the whole train was derailed. The engine 
ran down the market junction.

NEW LAND BILL 
TO BE INTRODUCED IN 
DAIL TO-DAY.

oe long-expected Land Bill will be. in- 
troduced to-day in the Dail by Mr. 
Frank Aiken, Acting Minister for Lands 
and Fisheries. | 

Mr. Aiken has been engaged for a long 
time on this measure, which, if it bears 
out anticipations regarding it, will be of a 
far-reaching character. 

The title of the bill indicates seine of the 
matters with which it will deal. It reads: 

“ A bill entitled an Act to amend the 
general law, finance and practice relating 
to land purchase, and in particular to 
make further and better provision for the 
execution of the functions of the judicial 
and lay commissioners of the Land Com- 
mission, and to provide for the revision of 
purchase annuities and certain other 
annual payments, and for the funding of 
arrears thereto, and to provide for other 
matters connected with the matters afore- 
said.” i 

A deputation, répresenting the Farmers’ 
Protection es waited on Mr. 
Aiken yesterday to make representations 
“with regard to matters which they desired 
to have included in the bill. These in- 
cluded certain inequalities in regard to 
land tenure, the complete abolition of 
dual ownership, concessions to fee-farm 
holders similar to those. given to 
annuitants, the claims of evicted persons 
with a view to re-settlement, the pre- 
vention of evictions due to “frozen 
Joans,’’ etc. Mr. Aiken listened attentively 
to the deputation and promised to conside! 
the matters mentioned. 


BANK LOANS ON LAND. 

The Executive Council, in a letter to the 
Farmers’ Protection Association, states 
that the Government does not contem- 
plate the setting up of a tribunal to deal 
with farmers’ liabilities to banks. The 
Government adds that “it is under- 
stood, from a statement published by the 
Irish Banks’ Standing Committee in the 
public Press of April 24th, that they fully 
considered various representations ad 
dressed to them on behalf of farmers 
under liabilities to the banks, and that 
they would fully bear in view the circum- 
stances of each individual case.” 

The Farmers’ Protection Association 
consider the reply of the Government or 
this important question as most unsatis- 
factory, as it does not improve. the 
position for the farmers. g 
It was also intimated that the Govern- 
ment could not entertain a proposal for a 
general reduction in the present rates.

WICKLOW, Monday. 

HE Secretary submitted to the Wicklow 
is County Couneil to-day a letter, dated 
the 10th. anst., ~ received from the 
Minister for Lands and Fisheries, stating that 
complaints had been received that large stones 

tislodged ‘by the winter storms had caused a 
serious inconvenielice, and actual danger, at 
GreyStones harbour te fishermen using the 
harbour, ‘and requesting the council, in whom 
the care and maintenance of the harbour was 
vested, to have the obstructions removed. 

The Secretary said that on the 17th inst. 
he received a letter from Mr. E. Archer, Sec- 
retary of the Greystones Harbour Committee, 
ealling attention to the same matter, and 
adding that he had been imstructed by a 
' meeting of his committee to ask the Council 
to have the stones removed to enable the 
fishermen to ply their trade, as the committee 
had been informed by the Minister fot Lands 
and Fisheries that the harbour and its main- 
tenance had been invested in the Council. 

Several members spoke of the grievance of 
the local fishermen and dockers by reason of 
the state of the harbour, but the Chairman

On the morning of the 20th the workers 
in a body ceased work without notice. Sub- 
sequently a. deputation from the Irish 
Garment Makers’ Industrial Union waited on 
the management and informed them that the 
workers would not accept piece-work on any 
terms.

TEXT OF-THE NEW BILL.

The bill to amend the law “relating to 
perpetuities and accumulations in its applica- | 
tion to certain benefit funds, - which was in- 
troduced in the Dail last* week by Mr. T. 
Derrig, Acting "Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, was circulated to deputies yester- 
aay. 

A “ perpeual fund’’ is defined as meaning 
a fund whieh (a) is established in connection 
with any ‘mundertaking “or combination’ of 
undertakings carried: on ‘wholly or partly in 
Saorstat Eireann; (b) is established mainly 
for all or any one or more of the following 
purposes: (i) the provision of superannuation 
allowances on retirement for persons em- 
ployed in the said undertaking or combina- 
tion of undéftakings; (ii) the provision of 
pensions during widowhood for widows of 
persons so employed; (ili) the provision of 
periodical allowances to or im respect of 
children of bersons so employed; (iv) the 
assurance of capital sums on the death of 
persons so employed, and (c). is regulated by 
rules which comply with the requirements 
set out in the schedule to this Act. 

lt is provided that on and after the 
appointed day fixed for the coming into 
operation of the Act the Registrar of 
Friendly Societies should set up a register 
of petpetual funds, in which shall be re- 
corded the names and addresses of every 
fund registered. 

The-trustees of registered perpetual funds 
shali make a yearly statement of accounts 
and balance sheet, and once every five years 
an investigation and report shall be made by 
an actuary on the financial condition of the 
funds... »

The main objects of the present bill were 
so to regniate the size of the mesh for nets 
as to allow immature fish to escape, to 
régulate the size of the fish permitted to be 
sold in Great Britain, to prohibit the landing 
of fish caught in certain areas and certain 
seasons, and to regtlate the imports of 
foreign-caught fish. 

It was proposed, in the immediate future, 
to issue an order’ in regard to the mesh for 
haddock, solv, hake, dabs, and plaice. : 

International action was awaiting a lead o 
this matter by this country, and if they 
passed the bill he hoped they would be able 
to get an international convention within a 
short time. , 

An arrangement had been made for a tea 
per cent cut on the average annual imports 
from foreign countries for the last three years. 

Mr. Tom Williams, on behalí “£ the: Labour. 
Party, moved the rejection of the bill on the 
ground that it restricted supplies of anyessen- 
tial foodstuff in order to increase profits, in- 
stead of encouraging greater consumption by 


improved methods of distribution. Restric- 
tions and high prices would not, said, 
solve the fishing industry s problem.
